1. US PROMISES EXERT EVERY EFFORT TO LOCATE GERALD 
KOSH, MISSING IN PARACELS (UPI, BALTO NA 1/23; PHINQ). 

DOD SPOKESMAN DECLINES TO ELABORATE ON KO H'S DUTIES 
IN SVN EXCEPT TO SAY HE IS DAO CIVILIAN EMPLOYEE 
ASSIGNED TO AMCONGEN DA NANG (NYT). SHIPLER(NYT) 

FROM SAIGON QUOTES EMBASSY SPOKESMAN THAT KOSH IS 
NOT ADVISER BUT "LIAISON MAN" TO OBSERVE USE OF EQUIPMENT, 
PERFORMANCE AND EFFICIENCY OF SVN ARMED FORCES. 
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SPOKESMAN SAYS THAT KOSH, AN EXGREEN BERET CAPTAIN,

MEN WHO REPORT TO PENTAGON, BUT OFFICIALS VAGUE ON 
DETAILS OF KOSH’S JOB AND SAY THEY ARE UNCLEAR ON 
PRECISELY WHAT HE AND OTHER LIAISON MEN ARE SUPPOSED 
TO OBSERVE AND WHAT THEIR REPORTS CONTAIN. UNANSWERED 

QUESTION IS WHETHER LIAISON MEN EVALUATE STRATEGY 

AND TACTICS, ANALYZE COMBAT READINESS AND CRITICIZE 

INFO WOULD BE USEFUL, BUT EMBASSY SPOKESMAN DENIES 

IT CONSTITUTES INDIRECT ADVICE. SHIPLER ADDS THAT 

VC RECENTLY CHARGED THAT US CIVILIANS ARE GIVING 

MILITARY ADVICE, BUT US DENIES ACCUSATION. ASKED 

WHETHER LIAISON MEN UNDER STANDING ORDERS TO AVOID 

GIVING MILITARY ADVICE EVEN WHEN ASKED, EMBASSY SPOKESMAN 

REPLIED, "THEY KNOW THEY'RE NOT ADVISERS, THEY'RE 

NOT ADVISING ANYONE. THEY’RE VERY WELL AWARE OF

2. PHINQ FEATURES INTERVIEW WITH KOSH S PARENTS 
(IN LAFAYETTE HILL, PA.), GIVES SHORT BIOGRAPHY 

OF KOSH AND DESCRIPTION OF PARACELS BATTLE. KOSH’S 
FATHER WAITING FOR NEWS, WATCHING TV AND LISTENING 
TO EVERY RADIO NEWS BROADCAST AFTER BEING INFORMED 
TUESDAY THAT SON MIA. ELDER KOSH SAYS WIFE UPSET 
"LIKE ANY OTHER MOTHER" AND HE IS TRYING TO CALM 
HER DOWN. LAST LETTER FROM KOSH WAS WRITTEN ON CHRISTMAS 
EVE, BUT DID NOT MENTION GOING OUT WITH SVN NAVY.
